YEARS: 


The swimming pool that has been 
talked about in Altona for years may 
become a reality within the next two 
years, following a decision by Altona 
Council, 


At last week’s council meeting coun- 
cillors were unanimous in their support 
of.a motion by Cr. Doug Grant to make 
preliminary arrangements for the financing 
of a 25-metre heated indoor swimming pool 
to be built on the P, J. Lynch Reserve at 
Altona North. 

Council hopes to raise $100,000 towards 
the cost of the pool, by transferring the pro- 
ceeds of a loan which was originally borrowed 
for-private street construction and is now no 
lounger required for that purpose. 

One hold-up to the project could be the 
waiting period for a Local Government Depart- 
ment subsidy of $35,000 but council has indi- 
cated that it will proceed without this if 
necessary, : 

Original cost estimate for the pool was 
$336,500, but council wili aim at reducing this 
figure by building only what ‘is necessary 
immediately and adding to the project later. 


Approval sought 


After debating the matter last week, Cr. 


' Doug Grant moved a recommendation by 


town clerk, Mr. Syd Fell, that council seek 
the approval of the lender of the original 
$100,000 loan — the Local Authorities Super- 
annuation Board, to use the funds for the pool. 


“Sketch plans have. been drawn: up for the 


pool to be established on P. J. Lynch Reserve,” | 


said Cr. Lynch, 
“We have visited a number of pools in the 
area and applied to the Local Government 


‘Department for subsidy. The time has come 


for us to make a decision on this.” 

In his motion, Cr. Grant requested that Cr. 
Les Crofts, as chairman of the swimming pool 
corhmittee, convene a meeting. of the com- 
mittee to report on progess and decisions by 
council relating to the pool. 

Cr. Les Crofts said: “In its wisdom, coun- 
cil has seen fit to wait for the right moment 
and now we're in a position to get going with 
this project. a 

“The site will not suit everyone, but is the 
best one we can see at the moment.” 

Cr. Crofts said council had wiped off a big 
deficit caused by the over-borrowing of the 
previous council, 

Council’s financial position is the 
healthiest it has been for years and the swim- 
ming pool project sam now be tackled without 
any fears.”

Water in Kororoit Creek is @ 
serious health hazard, according toa . 
survey taken by three third form 
students at Altona North Technical 
School. 


The ‘students, Peter Dyer, Stephen 
Barnham:-and Bill McKenzie — undertook , 
the three-week survey with guidance and 





advice from teachers of the school’s 
scierice department. ‘

The boys took samples 
of water from different 
points . along the creek 
and all were taken from 
within arm's length of the 
bank. 

All samples showed 
physical evidence of pollu- 
tion in the form of sus- 
pended solids. 





The worst samples were 
taken from just below the 
point of discharge from a 
2-ft. diameter pipe serv- 
ing an industrial area in’ 
Altona. 

The water was a dull 

grey in color with black 
sludge deposits giving off 
obnoxious smetls. 
_ In all cases there was a 
total absence of marine 
life— plant, insect or ani- 
mal. 

The boys reported that 
although there had been 
little rainfall in the area 
for about six months be- 
fore the survey, there was 
no significant fall in the 
Jevel of the water. 

This indicated it was 
being fed aldng its length 
from sources other than 
rainwater. 


A bacteriological analy- 
sis of the water samples 
showed many colonies of 
bacteria were incubated, 


In each sample the de- 
velopment was abnormal, 
signifying ‘gross faecal 
contamination well in ex- 
cess of- accepted safety 
limits. 

Apart from contamina-' 
tion by chemical trade 
wastes (including oil) the
